Washington, May 4.—On the rec- 


omznendatioo of Acting Quartermas- 
ter General Patten, the war depart- 
ment has adopted a new set of stand- 
ards and regimental, battalion 
and 


other colors for the army of the Uni- 
ted States. The change* made in the 
flags are In consequence of the re- 
cent changes in the buttons and orn- 
amentation of the new uniform re- 
cently adopted for the army. 
The 


main feature1 of the new flags, as well 
as of the buttons and ornaments is 
in the representation of the coat-of- 
arms of the United States. This coat- 
of-arms is the great seal of the Uni- 
ted States, and its incorporation on 
the standards and colors is for the 
purpose of making them more* repre- 
sentative of the nationi than is the 
case with the present designs, and at 
the same time makes them, more uni- 
form in general design. 


The naw flags, according, to the 


samples, will be beautiful specimens 
of.the art. They are made of the best 
quality of silk, in solid colors, and 
the United States' seal and the in- 
signa and scroll Inscriptions and oth- 
er emblems are eknbroidered In col- 
ors in the most artistic manner. The 
United States' seal is the principal 
feature of each of the standards, the 
other emblems being merely acces- 
sory. The different standards, Just 
adopted, are as follows: 


The standard of the secretary of 


war is scarlet, with white fringe, and 
contains the United States' seal em- 
broidered In colors and four whit* 
stars, one near each corner. 
The 


cord and tassel are scarlet and white 
intertwined. 


The cavalry standard is yellow and 


the fringe and the cord and tassel 
are also of the same color. Under 
the embroidered »e»l is a scroll In 
red, 
with the regimental designation 


In letters 01 white. 


The artillery standard la red, with 


rod fringe, cord and tassel. Below 
the seal is the insignia of the arm- 
crossed cannons above a 
yellow 


scroll containing the regimental des- 
ignation in letters of red. 


The Infantry standard is blue, with 


yellow fringe and blue and1 white 
'•ord and tassel. Bellow the seal Is a 
red scroll bearing the regimental des- 
ignation- in letters of white. 


The standard of the engineers is 


scarlet, with white fringe and scar- 
let an>1 white cord awl tassel. Be- 
low the seal is the insignia of the 
corps—a 
battlemented 
castle—em- 


broidered In white and a white scroll 
with the battalion designation In let- 
ters of red. 


The signal corps standard is or- 


ange, with yellow fringe, and cord 
and tassel of orange and yellow. Be- 
low the embroidered meal is the in- 
signia of the corps—crossed flags and 
torch—embroidered 
in 
yellow 
and 


white, under which is a blue scroll 
with the designation in letters of 
white.

We were quietly 
eating our luifoli wbep we saw three 
stags coming toward the march fence 
a few hundred yards below us. They 
were not alarmed, but. as tbe stalker 
said, "moving' to tbeirselves." 


The first two, without increasing 


their pace, jumped clean over tbe high 
deer fence. Tbe third struck the top 
wjro and was thrown head over heels 
backward. He went away a few 
yards, took a run, cleared It easily 
and joined his comrades.

a story about Japanese doer. 


Several of them got out of a deer park 
on "a mountain and Into a large wood 
Adjoining. We enticed them with a 
train of oats into a walled paddock off 
tbe deer park, having left a gap in the 
four Inch wire netting of the deer 
fence at the edge of the wood. 


When they were 'safely in, a man 


went round and closed tbe gap, and 
we opened the large gate Into the deer 
park, thinking we could easily move 
tbeurin. Not a "bit of It. Directly tbe 
beaters began they charged them and 
jumped the wire paling back Into tbe 
wood again.

Vioasst oft** wonder bow 
oonoapoadeata do toelr work. Tbe 
trnth 1* a large part of their work ls< 
doM at thoa* very social gatherings' 
where you have met them. Important, 
news is usually there obtainable only. 
Statesmen and diplomats, generals and 
admirals, leaders of thought and action, 
the foremost men of business and tbe 
indefatigable promoters of great new; 
ventures—all the men and women, inj 
fact, who make the news and who are- 
tbe fountain head of It—the correspond- 
ent will meet there. It depends on his 
individual exertions and on his tact 
and gift of persuasion what use he* 
makes of his opportunities. 
Being 


treated as a social «qnal, it devolves of 
course on tbe correspondent to recipro- 
cate favors shown, not in quantity per- 
haps, bat at least; in quality. The lead- 
Ing correspondents roust have homes of 
comfort and most throw them open to 
tbe official and unofficial world at stat- 
ed intervals, say three or fonr times 
per season. Their private fortunes or 
their Incomes most be large enough to 
admit that Their annual expenditures 
cannot be leav than $5.000 and may ex- 
ceed 115,000. Tbe London Times, for 
instance, paya Its correspondents on a 
liberal scale, salaries of 15,000 to $10,- 
000 being the rule. Yet tbe majority 
of them find it necessary to make up 
regular deficiencies in their exchequer 
out of their own private funds. 


The life of the American correspond* 


ent on the continent of Europe is a life 
interesting and fascinating enough in 
its way. and It broadens tbe mental 
Voricon as perhaps no other occupa- 
tion does. But it 1* a nerve destroying 
life, a life In which there is scarcely a 
minute he can call bis very own. Ev- 
ery day in the year It spurs Its slave on 
to utmost exertion. It barely pays ex- 
penses, and it necessitates constant 
optlays In time and money which can- 
not be put down in the expense ac- 
count and which are a drain on health 
and purse alike. Even under the most 
favorable circumstances the game Is 
hardly worth the candle. To go to bed

The 
name of the Italian coin that corre- 
sponds with the franc (lira) also means 
pound. The coins in present use in 
Spain have their names from other 
sources. 


The five peseta piece, which corre- 


sponds with tbe American dollar, is 
called escudo (shield). "Peseta." tbe 
name of the small coin representing 
the monetary standard, means simply 
"little piece." "Ruble" is from tbe 
word meaning "to cut," and was so 
called because originally tbe coin was 
made with an ornamental edge.

FIRST PICTURE BOOK.

Three hundred year* ago a German 


savant bad a wonderful vision. At that 
time children were taught to read by 
force of arms, so to speak, through 
hardships and with bitter toll on the 
part of teacher and of child. It seems 
curious that the first real step toward 
lightening the labor of children aa 
they climb tbe ladder of learning waa 
the product of the Imagination not of 
some fond mother or gentlewoman 
teacher, but of a bewigged and bett- 
tted university doctor. 


It was Jobann Comenius, however, 


who first conceived the daring idea 
that children could be taught by tbe 
aid of the memory and tbe imagina- 
tion working together, "by means," aa 
he aualntly expressed It "of sensuous 
Impressions conveyed to the eye, so 
that visual objects may be made tbe 
medium of -si-pressing moral lessons to 
the young sJilnd and of impressing 
those lessons upon the memory." In 
other words, tbe good Herr Doctor had 
the bright idea that picture books could 
be useful to children. Comenius made 
his first picture book and called it tbe 
"Obis Pictus." It contains rude wood- 
cuts representing objects in the nat- 
ural world, as trees and animals, with 
little lessons about the pictures. It is 
a 'quaint volume and one that would 
cause the average modern child not a 
little astonishment were it placed be- 
fore him. 


As truly, however, as that term may 


be applied to any other book that has 
since been written, the "Orbls Pictus" 
was an epoch making book. It is the 
precursor of all children's picture 
books, and modern childhood 'has great 
cause to bless tbe name of Comenius. — 
Household. 


Sparsheim and the Stadentn. 


Spurzhcim, tbe father of modern 


phrenology, while staying in Edin- 
burgh, where be had a great vogue, 
was the victim of a laughable hoax. A 
number of medical students submitted 
for the opinion of the phrenologist the 
plaster cast of what they said was a 
remarkably formed human skull. As a 
matter of fact it was the model of a 
big Swedish turnip <called <tn the Scot- 
tish tongue "nelp"), and of this Bpurz- 
heim gravely wrote out the phreno- 
logical character.

important stations on the Boston and 
Maine system and a station building 
such as we have now is hardly such 
as the conditions retruiro.

a dozen "profeffioqalj1 gravitates. 


They -prefer to look /at the. negro's 


case from a practical" standpoint, and, 
therefore, to equip him for those. 
things which he can the easiest find 
to do and the better ^perform,. They 
are riot"willrnj^to educate hfm out of 
lis sphere andjtum him loose to graze 
where there is no -grass. It is wiser, 
so they rightly .think, to better fit 
him for taking advantage 'of the op- 
portunities that lie to wait for him 
than to have him lie in wait for op- 
portunities that are not to come to 
him. 


Other philanthropists have expend- 
d their millions on> universities for 
the "higher education" of the negro, 
ami these universities continue to 
grind them out.

"liut the kind of whip the old Ger- 


man had in mind was of a larger, lon- 
ger and older type, the kind the ox 
driver uses even now in some of tbe 
more remote sections of tbe world. 
Whips '-t this kind generally swing 
easily on ihe end of a long handle. 
Frequently the handle Is eight or ten 
fuel long and is made of hickory or 
some wood that is supple enough to 
bend in the green state. Tbe whip it- 
self, which is generally four and six 
plait rawhide. Is from ten to fifteen 
feet in length, with a sea grass cracker 
on the end tightly twisted and knotted 
at spaces an inch apart. It is this arti- 
cle that makes tbe noise of which the 
old German pessimist complained, and 
a whip of this kind in the hands of an 
expert can be popped until it sounds 
like the crack of doom. In a quiet for- 
est where timber men carry on their 
work this noise is even fiercer than it Is 
In the cities. 


"Teamsters in the cities still use the 


old whip to some extent, but It is grad- 
ually going out, and the sharp crack of 
the sea grass is rarely heard. 


''Speaking of whips. I am reminded 


Of the marvelous accuracy some tn^n 
acquire in the use of whips. I suppose 
the Eskimo has reached a higher stanJ- 
ard of proficiency in this respect than 
any other class of men. I have seen 
boys of this race pop a silver half dime 
at a distance of twenty feet every time 
they swung a whip. They can simply 
hit anything they want to bit as long 
as it is within reach of the whip. But 
here in the south I have seen ox cart 
drivers crack off a snake's head at a 
distance of twenty feet, and they could 
do it whenever it pleased 'them to do

In 
his late report the grand chancellor of 
Alabama reports: "I am sorry that, so 
far as I know, this beautiful branch 
of the order does not exist in this 
grand doftiain. A few years ago we 
bad ten or twelve companies, but for 
some reason they became defunct, and 
no active company has existed in this 
state for several years. Nothing does 
more to build up th« order than tbe 
military branch." 


Arkansas, on the contrary, reports 


the military branch as flourishing. It 
is also at the front in New England. 
Tbe grand chancellors of Colorado. 
Connecticut, Indiana, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey and Washington all speak 
highly of the condition of tbe rank.
